For the salad course, open and pick 


over a bunch of watercress; reject all 
leaves which-are not green and crisp 
and wash through several waters, then 
drain and dry on a cloth.

THE CAPE COD CANAL. 


Capital for the Project to be Furnished 


by Prominent Financier of 


New York City. 


'[Scientific American.1 


Attention has been again directed to 
ft project for cutting a ship canal 


across Cape Cod, by the recent "an- 
nouncement, that a prominent finan- 
cier, who controls the transportation 
interests in New York, has become in- 
terested in the scheme, and is * pre- 
pared to furnish the necessary capital 
to put it through. 
It takes 
only a 


glance at the map of the New Eng- 
land coast to understand why 
the 


opening' of this"canal is desired both 
by maritime and naval interests, and 
particularly by the former. The pas- 
sage from lions Island sound to Boston 
and northern 
New England' ports 


must now be made around Cape Cod, 
where navigation is rendered perilous 
by the stormy waters, the fogs and 
the swift tides off the Cape. 
More- 


over, the cutting of the canal would 
shorten the distance between New York 
and: Boston by 140 miles on the sea 
route, and by 76 miles over- the 'route 
Mirouffh the Sound. It is estimated 
that at present the annual tonnage of 
coastwise trade which passes around 
Cape Cod is about 22,000,000 tons. As 
tho greater part of this'consists 
of 


coal, it is certain that the opening1 of 
ihe canal would mean the supplying 
of fuel to the mills'of northern New 
England at a considerable lower rate 
than is now possible. The advantage 
to passenger traffic would lie in 
the 


fact that travelers who left New York, 
iii the evening would be landed in Bos- 
ton next morning: without having to 
make the uncomfortable early morn- 
ing change from boat to train. 


Commencing1 at Buzzard's Bay, the 


route of the canal extends across the 
narrowest part of Cape Cod to a ter- 
minus at Barnstable on Massachusetts 
bay. 
The entrance on Buzzard's Bay 


will call for about,4%. miles of dredg- 
ng thr6ug"h.the shoals,.ahd' the,length 
of the .canol proper frdni.shore to shore 


\\il! be 
about 
7% miles; the total 


length of the canal, from deep water 
to deep Water, being thus about 
12 


miles. The survey follows the valleys 
of two rivers, with a maximum1 devia- 
tion of not more than half a mile on 
each side o£ u tangent drawn from 
terminus to terminus. 


Tho 
canal 
is to 
have a 
depth, 


throughout, at low tide of 25 feet. The 
minimum width at the bottom is to 
be 125 feet, and 
there will be 
four 


passing stations to accommodate ves- 
sels going in opposite directions, where 
there will be a maximum width of 
350 feet on the surface. The borinss, 
which have been of an extensive char- 
acter, indicate that the sub-surface Is 
composed entirely of gravel, sand and 
loam, free from quicksands, 
rock 


ledges, 
and 
bowlders. The 
average 


height of the ground above tidewater 
level is nine feet, and it la the 
easy 


character of the excavation which, ac- 
counts for the comparatively low es- 
timated cost of the canal, which can 
be built >n three years at an outlay of 
$12,000,000. 


An important point to be considered 


in connection with any canal in the 
northern states is that of the forma- 
tion ol! ice during- the coldest weather 
of th€ winter. Fortunately, there is a 
variation of four feet jn tho respec- 
tive rise and fall of the tides in Buz- 
zard's buy and. in Massachusetts bay, 
the range being1 about nine feel In the 
former and live foet in the latter wa- 
ters. Moreover, the times of high tide 
are different. There will, therefore, be 
a constant current through the canal 
which, with the passage of shipping, 
will serve to prevent, the canal from 
being closed by the ice. 


After negotiations for several weeks, 


thy Western railroads have decided to
